occasion of his visit to Decatur, but 
without receiving the vestige of an 
affirmative reply. 
A fact of significance to agricultur­ 
al T e x a s is that Mr. Sells hales from 
a state where progressive agricultur­ 
al thought is rife, the state of Iowa. 
In Iowa Judge Sells was the consort 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
and, as well, a disciple of Ames col­ 
lege, one of the most noted agricul­ 
tural schools in the United States, an 
institution which has turned forth a 
flood of trained scientific fanners to 
benefit the country, particularly their 
own state. 
Iowa b a s increased its 
average acre corn yield up to within 
thirty bushels by which it has added 
millions upon millions of dollars to 
the wealth of the farmers and the peo 
pie of the state. 
Its old minimum of 
average was about what it is in Tex­ 
as today, 
somewhere 
within 
the 
neighborhood of seventeen bushels. 
It was from out th a t kind of atm os­ 
phere that Judge Sells came. 
He had 
rather be a farmer than executive 
committeeman or governor, but if he 
were governor he would be a fa rm er’s 
and business m a n ’s executive, indus­ 
trially disposed as opposed to politi­ 
cal, and a kind of helmsman the state 
has seemingly long needed at its

"s^vved themselves an expenditure of 
$500,000, which amount they had been 
in the habit of paying out for the im­ 
portation of HGcf products like wheat 
bran and corn and corn chops. Think 
of a half-million dollars saving from 
an educational campaign of possibly 
a year’s duration. 
Judge Sells not 
only appealed, but he told the farmer 
how to raise more and diversified 
feed products, for he is not only a 
theorizer, but he knows how to farm 
on a profitable basis. 
He was not 
only reflecting Iowa progreesism, but 
translating the banker’s and business 
man’s rnles into terms applicable to 
the business of farming. 
!
